False Guidance 


God is our only infallible guide. His 
guidance is always safe; other guidance 
may be false and harmful. Yet counterfeit 
guidance can be very plausible. Satan can 
come to us with guidance as “an angel of 
light.” Mrs. Ralph C. Norton, of the Bel- 
gian Gospel Mission, in a recent Prayer 
Letter voiced a word of needed caution for 
God’s people. Writing of the joy that 
comes to the believer who gives “obedience, 
swift, uncalculating, complete, and whole- 
souled,” to the will and guidance of God, 
she continues: “Might a caution be uttered? 
Sometimes one is nagged into doing some- 
thing, — harried, hounded into its perform- 


‘ance by a persistent, never-ceasing voice 


in the ear of his spirit. Perhaps even con- 
science argues against such obedience, but, 
because the voice never lets up, at last, to 
be rid of its insistence, he obeys. Then 
the voice takes a more strident, impelling 
tone; and again, unquestioning obedience, 


and the poor soul is well launched in the 
way of fanaticism, for demons at the insti- 
gation of Satan, their master, will act 
toward us in this fashion if permitted. 
They must be resisted through the Word 
of God, and every challenge to obedience 
tested by the touchstone, Holy Scripture. 
The divine voice has another quality than 
that of the deceiver, and one can learn to 
distinguish the one from the other.” The 
Holy Spirit’s guidance never nags or goads 
or. worries the surrendered child of God. 
When guidance comes to us with these 
accompaniments, we may be sure God is 
not speaking.

The “Bondage Spirit” 


One of the believer’s privileges is to 
be unafraid. “For God hath not given 
us the spirit of fear; but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind.” Oliver Crom- 
well, writing to his son-in-law, Lieutenant 
General Fleetwood, in 1652, sent the fol- 
lowing message of encouragement to his 
own daughter: “Salute your dear wife 
from me. Bid her beware of a bondage 
spirit. Fear is the natural issue of such

a spirit; the antidote is love. The voice 
of fear is: If I had done this; if I had 
avoided that, how well it had been with 
me!—I know this hath been her vain 
reasoning. Love argueth in this wise: 
what a Christ have I; what a Father in 
and through him! . . . What a Covenant 
between him and Christ,—for all the 
Seed, for every one: wherein he undertakes 
all, and the poor soul nothing. The new 
Covenant is grace,—to or upon the soul; 
to which it [the soul] is passive and re- 
ceptive; ‘I’ll do away their sins; I'll write 
my Law, etc.; I'll put it in their hearts: 
they shall never depart from me, etc.’” 
As commander-in-chief of the army and 
Protector of England, Cromwell carried 
responsibilities that would crush most men, 
But he was able to rejoice in the finished 
work of his Saviour. Many today are 
suffering from the same spirit of fear 
against which he warned his daughter. 
But the word still stands that the spirit 
of fear is not of God, and that “perfect 
love casteth out fear.” And however hard 
our circumstances, or however humble our 
position, we may say with the great general 
of a past century, “What a Christ have 
I; what a Father in and through him!” 


“No Commercial Value, You Know” 


N SOUTHERN Arizona is a gem mine 

of recent origin. As one regards the 

surrounding landscape, to the farthest 
of the horizon’s boundaries, all is dun 
colored, mouse gray, dingy brown; the 
desert sand, the mesquite brush, the mean 
adobe houses —all alike drab, neutral, re- 
pellant to the eye. The blinding desert 
sun reveals unsparingly the ugliness of the 
extended plains; only the distant mountains 
are tinged with a hint of color. 

But beneath the surface of this unprom- 
ising earth exterior is another story. A 
lovely semi-precious stone, the fire agate, 
all glowing purple and gold, has been un- 
covered to view. The desert depths have 
produced other beautiful stones — the blue 
turquoise, the many-colored opal, the yel- 
low topaz; but never had the traveler 
seen this glorious combination. And 
straightway with a leap of heart came the 
thought: “It is a symbol of God’s saints.” 
The likeness to God in his attributes of 
deity and kingship hidden away within a 
tabernacle of mortal clay, ofttimes forbid- 
ding, lacking in comeliness, even disagree- 
able to view. Then there filed across the 
soul’s vision a procession of “the foolish 
things of the world . . . the weak things 


... and base things ... and things which 
are despised .. . yea, and things which are 
not,” by whose ministry a sovereign God 
has chosen “to confound the things which 
are mighty” and “to bring to nought things 
that are: that no flesh should glory in 
his presence” (1 Cor. 1: 27-29). 

One thought of the prophets of old: of 
Moses, who, because of his Ethiopian wife, 
was despised by his brother Aaron and 
sister Miriam; this man whom the children 
of Israel in their rebellion scornfully dis- 
missed, saying, “As for this Moses, the 
man that brought us up out of the land 
of Egypt, we wot not what is become of 
him.” Yet in meekness and faithfulness, 
those prime virtues, he excelled, and was 
commended of God: “The man Moses was 
very meek, above all the men which were 
upon the face of the earth’; and, “My 
servant Moses ... is faithful in all mine 
house.” 

Jeremiah and Ezekiel rose before one’s 
vision — the former confessing that he was 
but a child in caliber and ability, filled 
with fear at the thought of confronting 
a proud and headstrong people, but des- 
tined to a height of heroic witnessing ever 
illustrious in the annals of the saints. And 
Ezekiel — has ever a servant of God been 
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asked to pay a heavier price than he for 
the vocation with which he was called? 
Humbled and shamed before his fellows, 
he tred in all fidelity and obedience the 
path spread before him, a sign to all Is- 
rael; and was rewarded by glorious visions 
and the revealing of the future divine pro- 
gram. 

The apostle Paul comes to mind, half 
blind and disfigured by opthalmia, mean in 
his presence, as he intimates; but mighty 
unto God. 

And down through the ages shine faces 
of other godly ones, plain to the world’s 
view, but beautiful with a hidden beauty, 
even as the stone from the desert. 

This lovely stone was taken by the writer 
to a jeweler to be given a simple silver 
setting. As he regarded it, he sniffed 
superciliously. “It has no commercial 
value, you know,” he remarked. 

“No,” was the answer, “but is it not 
beautiful ?” 

“Beautiful, yes, perhaps.” Then again, 
-“But it has no commercial value.” 

How glad the listener was he said just 
that! For it was the reminder that what 
counts with God is held of little esteem by 
the world. 

An incident was recalled, related by Dr. 
C. I. Scofield. A man of the world had 
scornfully remarked to him that he was 
a bit weary of hearing all the desirable 
virtues ascribed to the Christian — that 
there was no reason why a man like him- 
self should not attain to any characteristics 
that a Christian possessed. 

“How about the virtue of meekness?” 
inquired Dr. Scofield. 

The man was amused at the question, 
and not a little impatient. ‘“Meekness!” 
the exclaimed; “I should not call that a 
virtue. Who would want to be meek!” 

“So,” concluded the wise Bible teacher, 
“the unregenerate man cannot appreciate 
the qualities that God desires and com- 
mends, let alone attain to them.” 

The hidden things of God are indeed 
foolishness to the natural man. It is told 
of Disraeli, England’s great Prime Min- 
ister, that an anxious friend took him 
one day to hear one of the greatest evan- 
gelical preachers of his time.. Simply, so 
that an open-hearted child could have 
understood, the Gospel truths were 
unfolded. But as he left the church, Dis- 
raeli of the mighty intellect but closed 
heart said to his friend, “What was that 
man driving at? I could make nothing 
ot i: 

It is like what Mencken of our own 
time said about Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress. He could find little to admire in it, 
and admitted that, to him, most of it was 
“utter nonsense.” 

A man had gone to hear the great mis- 
sionary, Hudson Taylor. He was dismayed 
when the famous missionary rose to speak. 
Here was a man of small stature, not 
remarkable in appearance, and, when he 
began to speak, revealing a thin, high- 
pitched voice with little natural appeal. 
But before very long the disappointed 
auditor found himself in the presence of 
God; the little missionary had introduced 
him into the “heavenly places.” 

An Englishman was listening to the great 
evangelical voices of a past generation in 
Scotland. He tells of the eloquence of 
some of them, and then states: “But in 
Aberdeen I saw a little, fair man who in- 
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troduced me to.Christ.” The diminutive 
preacher was the saintly Samuel Ruther- 
ford. 

William Carey of India, who became a 
master of many of the sciences as well as 
a missionary giant, was taunted as to his 
obscure origin by a British officer. “But, 
Mr. Carey, you were a shoemaker, I be- 
lieve.” 
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“No, sir,” came the humble rejoinder, 
“you mistake. I was a cobbler.” 

Moody, “the meddler,” as the English 
called him, ever afraid to use certain words 
he never could learn to pronounce properly 
—but used to set continents aflame.

How They Use the Times 


From many parts of the world readers 
write to tell of the different ways in which 
they are using. THE Sunpay ScHOooL 
Times. Copies are passed along from one 
to another on lonely mission stations; 
Christian people hand them to their neigh- 
bors, marking special articles that may be 
of interest to them; clippings are pasted 
in scrapbooks and given to hospital pa- 
tients to bring them the Good News of 
salvation, or words of cheer and encour- 
agement during the long hours of loneli- 
ness and suffering. Perhaps one of the 
most novel uses to which it has been put 
is described in the following recent letter 
from a worker in a mountain mission: 


There are eight in the family of B— 
G—, so there have to be two beds on the 
porch of the little home. She keeps those 
beds spotless. The spreads are just un- 
bleached muslin, but they are immaculate. 
Her floors are clean enough to eat from. 
And she has her walls papered, in a local- 
ity where almost every one has only bare 
walls, with—can you guess what? With 
Tue Sunpay Scuoot Times! The titles 
are arranged in the border to look like a 
design. Isn’t that a beautiful testimony of 
the love of a Christian woman in a place 
where it is none too popular to display one’s 
devotion to His cause? 


Missionaries in foreign lands will under- 
stand the two difficulties spoken of in the 
following letter from a Christian woman 
in Costa Rica. Some will doubtless find 
these suggestions useful in the training of 
their own children, and in teaching the 
Bible to the people of the land where they 
are working. 


There seems to be a dearth of lively, 
modern illustrations for Christian workers 
in the Spanish languages. The very best 
illustrations are furnished by THE SuNpDAY 
Scuoot Times. The combination of these 
ideas resulted in the following plan. 

Having clipped the Illustrations from 
back numbers of the magazine, I selected 
those suitable for use among Spanish-speak- 
ing people. I further classified these under 
three headings: Salvation, Spiritual Doc- 
trines, Moral Teachings. A suitable blank 
book was divided into three sections with 
these titles, and the selected clippings were 
pasted on the left side of each page. The 
blank space opposite each clipping is for 
notes of equivalent phrases in Spanish or 
partial translations. These are best obtained 
by telling the story to native people and 
asking them to repeat it in their own words. 
There may also be noted the date when 
the Illustration is used. 


I should like my young son to have the 
privilege of belonging to a live, American 
Sunday school class taught by a fine Chris- 
tian man. That is not yet possible. But 
there is Tue Sunpay ScuHoor TIMEs.

On the title page of a suitable blank 
book I have pasted, 

Say, Fellows, —, 
Wade C. Smith’s Boys’ Class 


As soon as the paper arrives I clip the 
“Say, Fellows, —’ columns and paste them 
on the left page of the open book. On the 
opposite page is placed the column of Lit- 
tle Jett drawings for the lesson. 


Thus my son has each week a fresh, 
bright lesson from the best of boy teachers. 


This writer’s method of obtaining the 
colloquial translation of the Illustrations 
will be particularly interesting to all who 
are working in a foreign tongue. Those 
who have to interpret or translate know 
how careful one must be to give a render- 
ing that is at the same time accurate, and 
yet in the idioms and phrases with which 
the people are perfectly familiar. Dan 
Crawford, the well-known missionary to 
Africa, spoke twelve dialects. His nephew, 
Dr. Tilsley, author of his biography, said 
of him: 


“He never would set about to obtain a 
word by direct questioning. He would 
sometimes work for days, guiding the talk 
of old men around some subject in the 
hope of hearing a phrase that would hit 
off a situation for which he needed the 
exact word, but which he would not reveal 
for fear of forcing an artificiality. When 
urged by some to adopt the method of 
direct inquiry, in order to speed up the last 
phase of the work on the Old Testament, 
he repeatedly said: ‘If you have them in 
(i. e., the tribesmen) and question them, 
they only attitudinize. Let them go their 
own way; and we must wait till we hear 
it.” And then, for himself at least, he 
would clinch the ruling with one of the 
clean-cut phrases he so loved to interject 
into his talk: “True hearing is overhear- 
ing.’ ” 

A medical missionary under the China 
Inland Mission is showing foresight in his 
use of the Times. Speaking of a period 
of illness when he was laid aside for a 
time, he writes:

war are ‘not disappearing from the 

earth as rapidly as we were led to 
expect, came with a shock when the World 
War revealed depths of cruelty, lust, and 
degeneration unsurpassed by any. that the 
world had ever experienced. This shock 
came alike to those who believed that the 
Kingdom of peace on earth was to come 
by gradual acceptance of the principles of 
the Prince of Peace, and to those who had 
placed faith in evolution—in the theory 
of innate and inevitable “progress” toward 
light and truth and righteousness, 

In as much as all attempts to solve the 
intricate problems of national life have 
ended in confusion and failure, and no 
one is presenting a sane philosophy of 
national life that insures peace and safety, 
it would seem that the thoughts of some 
might be turned toward the plain teach- 
ings of Scripture concerning the cause, the 
course, and the cure of war. If it is true 
that the inspired Word of God has fore- 
told the things that are coming to pass 
before our eyes, even to the fear and the 
confusion that prevail over the world to- 
day, it surely is worth while to face cer- 
tain Scripture facts and to attempt to in- 
terpret the philosophy of history therein 
outlined.

man alone because that Kingdom lies in 
the ascending order, the progressive order 
of things. In the opinion of many there 
can be no place for a supernatural interven- 
tion of almighty God, as there can be no 
place for a theory of degeneration, of a 
progressive development of evil. There is 
a ripening process for the wheat but none 
for the tares—so we are told. 

But before we dismiss the teaching that 
Scripture everywhere sets forth as the 
explanation of the present confusion and 
blood-lust of the world, let us at least 
carefully consider some Scripture state- 
ments, and get an outline of the powerful 
Personality portrayed. Let us decide 
whether or not the “antisocial” develop- 
ments and movements which so _ terrify 
the modern world might not find their 
origin and prevailing power in him. 

Turning to our Bible, therefore, we dis- 
cover on its earliest pages a reference to 
this Person. He walks through the Book 
from beginning to end. His personality 
and his close connection with the race of 
men are among the clearest facts of reve- 
lation. And, contrary to the accepted opin- 
ion that paints him with horns and tail 
and gives him an inferior rank, the Bible 
sets him forth as among the most perfect 
and most gifted of God’s creatures, 


Lucifer’s “I Will!’ 


In Ezekiel and in Isaiah are two pas- 
sages that competent scholars agree de- 
scribe the perfections and power of the 
Prince of this world. His unfallen state 
is indicated in these words: “Thus saith 
the Lord God; Thou sealest up the sum, 
full of wisdom, and perfect in beauty... . 
Every precious stone was thy. covering. 
. .. Thou wast perfect in thy ways from 
the day that thou wast created, till in- 
iquity was found in thee.” The description 
of his fall from Heaven and the statement 
of the cause is indicated in Isaiah 14. “How 
art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, 
son of the morning! . .. For thou hast 


,said in thine heart, I will ascend into 


heaven, I will exalt my throne above the 
stars of God ... I will be like the. most 
High.” 


Here are words picturing Satan as the 
most perfect of all God’s created beings, 
a person who fell from the exalted place 
that God had given him in divine govern- 
ment because he sought for himself the 
worship that belonged to God alone. Cast 
down from his place of authority in the 
Kingdom of God, he deceives the human 
race, is the adversary of God and men, op- 
poses God’s works and plans, works lying 
wonders, usurps the prerogatives of God, 
sets up his government among men, and 
has such control over the kingdoms of this 
world that he could truthfully promise to 
relinquish his authority and power on con- 
poo that the Lord Jesus would worship 

im. 
This offer, of course, the Lord refused, 


- for it was the purpose of the King of kings 


to win the kingdoms of this world, not by 
the worship of Satan, but by his defeat. 
And every day since this preposterous offer 
of the usurper Satan to our Lord, God has 
limited and overruled Satan’s work and 
moves on to the hour when his defeat will 
be complete and manifest to all the inhabi- 
tants of earth and Heaven.

REAT Confusion Prevails in the 

German Church.—The merging of 

the Young People’s Movement of the 
church into the Hitlerean organization has 
caused enormous excitement among church 
people. The responsible leaders of the 
evangelical youth societies, who have in the 
past generation built up a really remark- 
able evangelical movement among the 
young, fear very much the antichristian 
atmosphere of the Hitlerean movement, the 
tone of gross mockery and antichristian 
hostility in the Nazi press. The recruiting 
of youth to the church is also menaced. 
The coming generation will go directly 
into the political organization without any 
interval of evangelical training. 

A wave of indignant protest from par- 
ents and parishes has gone over the nation. 
This has been met by a decree of Arch- 
bishop Miiller forbidding any discussion of 
this and similar matters in the churches. 
Those who disobey endanger their posi- 
tions as pastors in the state church. 

The Clergy Emergency League retorts 
with a declaration of their distrust of Bishop 
Miller and their determination to obey 
God rather than man. The Gemeinschaft 
circles, through the pen of Dr. Michaelis, 
once German Chancellor, protest against 
these attempts to drown out evangelical 
religion by submerging it in race religion 
and theological liberalism. “We _ start 
from the Scriptures. We measure every- 
thing by Scripture and by Christ.” 

One reads items such as the following: 

In Berlin great bodies of the people, 
on assembling at the Cathedral and other 
principal churches on Sunday, found the 
doors closed against them and guarded by 
the police. They gather in near-by halls 
and sign a form pledging themselves to 
the Bible and the Confession of Faith. 

On Sunday 1,500 pastors read from their 
pulpits the protest against the efforts to 
make the church merely a piece of state 
property. 

In Bremen the presbytery has been dis- 
solved, and a bishop, Dr. Weideman, ap- 
pointed. _Weideman says: “The pastor 
must be at once soldier of Christ and of 
Adolf Hitler. Worship of one’s own charch 
spire must cease.” Weideman’s associate 
in the new order, Senator Heider, says: 
“The imperial bishop has empowered me 
to take all measures necessary to establish 
order in the church. Of this authority I 
will make ruthless use.” 


The Oberammergau Passion Play cele- 
brates this year its three hundredth anni- 
versary. Its management is seeking to 
entice tourists by extensive advertising 
coupled with eulogistic and sentimental 
accounts of Anton Lang, the Oberammer- 
gau Christus. The following paragraph 
appears on page 113 of Swann Harding’s 
book, “The Degradation of Science”: 

“Anton Lang of Oberammergau ran an 
overcharge boarding house [for American 


tourists], paid his help little or no wages, 
importing honest mountain girls and ex- 
ploiting them. He made them collect ten 
per cent in tips, pocketed this, and gave 
them a starvation stipend. He was found 
guilty under the German labor laws and 
was fined and also compelled to pay many 
marks back wages to his injured help.” 


A Sound Student League in China.— 
The League of Evangelical Students in 
China has now about twenty chapters with 
three hundred members, although the or- 
ganization is but a few months old. The 
secretary is much exercised by the crypto- 
Unitarianism in Christian literature and 
publication societies. In a letter repro- 
duced in The China Fundamentalist he 
says: “Most of the literature is controlled 
by Modernists, whose teachings ignore the 
authority of the Bible and teach that Jesus 
Christ was merely one of the great men 
of earth. They spend much money in this 
kind of work, controlling some of the 
most important literature societies in China 
and owning many presses. Fundamental- 
ists are compelled to print. on non-Chris-

“All of Bethel pay tithes,” says the re- 
port of the remarkable Bethel Mission in 
Shanghai. The income of Bethel hospital 
goes to the support of evangelistic bands. 
Three pastors and several evangelists re- 
ceive their salaries from the church, and 
what a story these bands have to tell of 
devotion and spiritual victory! During 
the terrible scenes of the Japanese invasion 
they evangelized on battlefield and in hos- 
pital. The night after the battle of Mayun 
they preached to 10,000 troops, who lis- 
tened eagerly to the way of salvation. In 
one hospital so many soldiers became Chris- 
tians that the Buddhist officer in charge 
forbade further preaching. The soldiers 
learning of this went on strike, and refused 
to eat or take medicine until the Band was 
readmitted to their bedsides. 

One missionary writes: “I have just 
struck from my prayer list thirty-two 
names and other items as wonderfully an- 
swered as a result of the working of the 
Holy Spirit during revival meetings which 
have just closed here. We have sat for 
eight days under some of the most power- 
ful preaching I have ever heard by a young 
Chinese evangelist. I came out here to 
China to lead Chinese friends to Christ. 
And instead they have opened up to me 
his fullness.” 


Forty-Two Kinds of Pie.—From a local 
Vermont paper I clip the following. The 
women of a Congregational Church, at 
a recent pie festival, set a goal for forty- 
two different kinds of pie. A local celeb- 
rity who claims to have eaten a hundred 
kinds of pie was unable to be present, but 
asked that another grand pie event be held 
next summer, “I will come and bring my 
bit.” 

Alongside of this let me put.a paragraph 
from a letter from Mr. Bavington of the 
Heart of Africa Mission, written from 
shipboard on approaching Bombay. “There 
are nearly thirty missionaries on board,” 
he says. “But alas! I could get only two 
to join us in daily prayer and Bible read- 
ing. But they were keen enough on danc- 
ing at nights. Two of them were in charge 
of the daily sweepstake on board. Another 
missionary girl was runner-up in the bridge 
tournament. Whatever do they expect to 
do in India!” 


Reformation Awakenings in Montreal. 
—Dr. Rahard is a clergyman of the Angli- 
can Church, rector of the Church of the 
Redeemer ‘in Montreal, who until lately 
was a Superior in the Roman Catholic 
Order of Trappists. Some months ago he 
was taken by the police and, without trial, 
dragged to jail, stripped, photographed, 
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finger-printed, and treated as a common 
felon. He is now before the courts charged 
with blasphemy. 

If he had in his Catholic days been so 
mishandled the fact would have been 
cabled the world over, but who has heard 
of his present experiences? Why are our 
newspapers silent as Trappists concerning 
this ex-Trappist? 

He had hung out in front of his church 
placards in which he charged the priests 
in the mass with “selling Christ,” and caus- 
tically added that “while Judas threw away 
his money the priests kept theirs.” It was 
language of the strength of the Thirty- 
Nine Articles of the English Church, which 
in one place declares the mass to be “blas- 
phemous fable and dangerous deceit.” 

The real head and front of his offend- 
ing, however, is that, since the day of 
Father Chiniquy, no secession from Rome 
has taken such proportions as that which 
is following on M. Rahard’s preaching. He 
has the ear of French Canadians, and 
largely of those who, alienated from Rome, 
are in danger of becoming embittered rebels 
against Christ and society. 

A correspondent writes me: “I have 
been personally in close touch with Dr. 
Rahard’s work, and I have no hesitation 
in saying that it is one of the most mar- 


velous evangelical movements that has 


taken place in this country. His church 
is unfortunately a small one, and last Sun- 
day night well over 300 people were unable 
to gain admission, and that is a regular 
Sunday night occurrence. Many of these 
people had never in their lives been inside 
an evangelical church and have been taught 
that it is a mortal sin to enter such a 
church, Yet very few who hear him ever 
go back to the Roman Church. ... To- 
morrow, Sunday morning, Dr. Rahard will 
have about 300 adult baptisms. The people 
say, ‘We were baptized in the Roman 
Church to take away original sin. Now 
we want to be baptized to take away the 
sin of being Romanists.’ 

“Shortly, Dr. Rahard tells me, he will 
have almost 800 who have been on pro- 
bation for six months or more, who will 
be ready for confirmation. That Will be 
well over 1,200 becoming members of his 
church within six months. He has a Sun- 
day school of about 300, and has started 
both men’s and women’s associations in 
the church.” 

Repeatedly has Dr. Rahard’s life been 
threatened, and his converts have suffered 
boycott and abuse. Yet the courageous 
pastor holds fast while Canada is rapidly 
being stirred by these events as rarely in 
years. 


Revival Among the Polish in Buffalo. 
—The First Polish Baptist Church in Buf- 
falo has a mission church in the Black 
Rock quarter of the city, which is the 
center of revival. At a recent meeting 
fourteen came out for Christ, and the next 
day a Polish woman said to Miss Hatch, 
the missionary: “My two daughters came 
in from church last night with their hus- 
bands. As each son-in-law kissed me he 
said, ‘Mother, I took a stand for Jesus 
Christ tonight.’” Between fifty and sixty- 
five young Polish people have asked for 
a young people’s prayer meeting in Eng- 
lish while their parents are having theifs 
elsewhere, They are from seventeen to 
twenty-five years of age. 


A little new 
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church, which the mission has built, bids 
fair to be too small. They say: “Never 
mind! We will fill the aisles with chairs, 
and it won’t be long before we shall have 
to rent the vacant Catholic church across 
the street where we used to go. We know 
the crowds would come there to hear the 
message.”

An Angel-Guide? 


Remarkable deliverances in time 
of peril have been recorded by 
Canon Horsefield in The Life of 
Faith. One of these recalls Acts 
12:8-10. He had gone with his 
father to conduct a Sunday evening 
_service, and his route took him 
across a Yorkshire moor in_ the 
gathering gloom of a winter’s eve, 
They became bewildered and finally 
lost in a blizzard. So they stood 
still and cried to God for help. 
Directly they noticed a man not 
far away walking across the snowy 
waste. Their call to him met no 
response. They determined to fol- 
low him, and made a desperate 
effort to overtake him. 


“But the faster we went in our 
attempt to get near him, the more 
quickly did he seem to move. Un- 
able to keep up the pace, we slack- 
ened down and so did he, keeping 
always the same distance from us, 
yet never looking round, nor ap- 
parently taking the slightest notice 
of us. Another struggle to get near 
ended as the last had done, and we 
settled down patiently trying to keep 
him in view. So we went on—for 
how long I cannot tell— until our 
guide brought us to the long looked 
for place, and then he disappeared 
as suddenly as he had come into 
our ken. Indeed, it seemed as if 
the earth had swallowed him up.” 


Thus were the two saved from 
death in answer to prayer. Canon 
Horsefield believes the strange pres- 
ence to have been either an angelic 
messenger, or an appearance of some 
one in human form, for no actual 
man would have acted so strangely, 
yet accomplished so perfectly the 
purpose for which he was sent. 














the Koran, and affirms that this book is 
overwhelmingly Jewish in origin with large 
admixtures of paganism. He thinks that 
Mohammed found his contacts with Jew- 
ish trading communities of Teima in 
Arabia. This gives ground for thought. 
The Jews of the crucifixion cried out for 
Barabbas (“Son of the father”), repudiat- 
ing the real Son of the Father. Moham- 
medanism is in a way a Barabbas religion, 
for Barabbas was a murderer. It is cer- 
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tainly significant that the bitterest and most 
dangerous enemy Christianity ever had 
was a concoction from Jewish sources. Also 
that the great organizer of the Inquisition, 
Tomas Torquemada, merciless to Jew and 
Christian alike, was a Jew. 

Professor Moehlman of the Rochester 
Theological Seminary has written a book, 
“The Christian-Jewish Tragedy,” which 
would exonerate the Jews from the crime 
of the crucifixion. In this he does great 
violence to the plain teaching of Scripture 
and history. 


“His Praise in the Islands.”—The New 
Hebrides, evangelized by John G! Paton, 
show now an entirely new psychology. In 
the old days these South Sea islanders 
opposed Christianity on the ground that 
it would abolish their custom which pro- 
hibited women from sharing in their pork 
feasts. The highest virtue in their heathen 
eyes was generosity in providing feasts: 
the worst sin, stinginess in giving away 
food, But an exception was made of women, 
They were too contemptible to be con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Frater, a missionary on these islands, 
says that among the heathen there was 
no word for a gift, —the nearest transla- 
tion being the word for “exchange,” that 
is, “I give you: you give me.” “I recol-. 
lect the surprise on the natives’ faces when 
a collection for God’s work was first an- 
nounced. It was called the ‘Throw Away 
Money’ until their hearts were changed.” 

When the Gospel conquered on Aniwa 
the Christian natives used their old wooden 
idols for gateposts, and in one case made 
an idol a doorstep at the entrance to the 
church. Thus they walked on what they 
once worshiped. They became. expert 
memorizers of Scripture. A lady in Paisley, © 
Scotland, once sent out a piece of material 
for a dress to be given as a prize to the 
woman who excelled in learning Scrip- 
ture. The first six chapters of Acts were 
selected, and at the test it was discovered 
that, instead of one, six women had fe- 
peated these chapters, every one of them 
without missing a word. So the lady had 
to provide six dresses instead of one. 

And these women had once been barred 
at pork feasts! , 


Brief Notes.—Story-tellers are an old 
established institution of Japan, men who 
hold forth evenings in hired rooms to nar- 
rate amusing or thrilling incidents, with a 
few pence as admission fee. This institu- 
tion has now been adapted to Christian 
purposes. A group of laymen in Tokyo 
have arranged with the school authorities 
to have Christian story-tellers recount 
Bible stories in the public primary schools 
of the Japanese capital. More than 80,000 
school children have in the past year heard 
these stories. ... “Earthquakes in divers 
places.”” That in India, last January, af- 
fected an area of 30,000 square miles and 
ruined twelve million people. In other 
words a major disaster! And in this hour 
of great need Gandhi cables, “Collect money 
in England from friends,” and Tagore, 
“Kindly approach friends in England and 
America.” In their hearts then they know 
that England is not “Satanic,” and that it 
is to evangelical Christians that the needy 
must look for help. Why have they not 
cabled to Soviet Russia?

most High,” then we would expect to find 
his plans converging toward that end. His 
purpose in all his dealings with men will 
be to prepare a world-stage for the worship 
a deceived race will offer him. That he 
is to succeed is indicated in many passages 
of Scripture. Revelation 13:3, 4 tells us: 
“And all the world wondered after the 
beast. And they worshipped the dragon 
[serpent] which gave power unto the beast: 
and they worshipped the beast.” Here 
is a positive statement that all the world 
worshiped the Beast—a _  Satan-inspired 
man. 

Satan’s master-lie will be a travesty of 
the incarnation of the Lord Christ. As 
God found a Man, even Jesus Christ, to 
do his will, to reveal the power and love 
and grace and salvation of God to erring 
mortals; and as God rewarded Christ for 
his work by seating him on the throne of 
the Father at his right hand; so Satan 
will at last find a man to do his will, to 
reveal all the power and purpose of his 
master the Dragon. We read in Daniel 
of “the prince that shall come,” and in Rev- 
elation it is said that this man has the

Bible Memory Contests in British Columbia

am now in the seventh chapter of 

Acts. I have also learned the twenty- 
five verses toward my free week’s camping 
next year. I have been talking to two 
boys about the Bible. They are ready to 
accept Jesus as their Saviour. On Friday 
before last I spoke to the whole school 
about the Bible and God. Most of the 
boys say that you are crazy. But I have 
_ tried to tell them you are not, and that they 
must be partly crazy themselves to think 
so. They don’t want me to mention the 
word ‘Jesus.’ When I tried to tell them of 
him they put the wet, dirty broom in my 
face. Some of them want to become Chris- 
tians, I think, but they are weak.” 

The above was contained in a letter from 
a teen-age boy to the secretary of the 
Sunday School Mission of British Colum- 
bia, which since the summer of 1929 has 
been carrying on a magnificent work among 
ignorant and indifferent. boys and girls 
throughout British Columbia. “Tom” came 
from a home where the Gospel was not 
only unknown, but where the name of Jesus 
Christ was held in contempt. He has now 
been won over to a better life, and has 
expressed the desire to become a mission- 
ary—all in the course of a very short 
time as the result of the efforts of this 
organization. 

In the summer of 1929 the Mainland Di- 
vision of the Sunday School Mission of 
British Columbia came into being. A rural 
public school teacher from the Prairie 
Provinces was transferred to Vancouver, 
B. C., and it was as the result of the en- 


“T HAVE read the four Gospels and 


thusiasm and inspiration of this teacher 
that the Mission was formed. When she 
came to British Columbia, this young 
woman was struck with the appalling spir- 
itual need among the growing population 
of the Western Province, as she had been 
struck by the same need in the Prairies. 
She was anxious to do something to bring 
the message of the Gospel to the thousands 
of children in these districts, but it was not 
until a copy of THE Sunpay ScHoot Times 
came into her hands that a solution pre- 
sented itself. The Times contained an 
account of the work of the Canadian Sun- 
day School Mission in Manitoba and other 
Prairie Provinces. Here, surely, was just 
the thing that was needed in British 
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Columbia! So workers in Vancouver got 
in. touch with leaders of the Canadian 
Mission, and work ‘started in a_ short 
time. 

The work of the Mission varies, the 
courses taking two distinct forms. During 
the winter months a Scripture memoriza- 
tion course is sponsored, most of the work 
being done by correspondence. This course 
covers a period of one school year, being 
usually introduced in September and con- 
tinuing until June 30, when prizes are 
awarded. 

In many cases this winter work is intro- 
duced by personal contacts of the workers 
with the pupils in rural schools.. The work- 
ers tour outlying districts of the province 
in a Ford car, visiting isolated schools 
and explaining their work and the contest 
to the teachers and pupils. After explain- 
ing their purpose to the teachers, the work- 
ers are usually allowed to go ahead and 
make their appeal to the children, whose 
curiosity generally provides. an opening for 
a ready response to the course. Where 
possible the co-operation of the teacher is 
secured for hearing the children recite their 
verses, but in some cases the support of the 
parents is required when the teacher is 
not sufficiently interested. In every case, 
however, some older person is authorized 
to hear the children recite their verses, and 
at regular periods the children are re- 
quested to answer a questionnaire show- 
ing that they have covered the ground re- 
quired. 

The children are encouraged by the 
awarding of prizes to learn Scripture 
verses. Those learning ten verses are 
awarded a membership pin. When twenty- 
five additional verses have been committed 
to memory a New Testament is presented, 
and an interesting story book is given when 
an additional forty verses have been memo- 
rized. A grand prize, or a free week at 
camp during the summer, is the reward for 
the memorization of two hundred, three 
hundred, or five hundred verses, according 
to the age of the children. 

The summer work of the Mission is 
somewhat different from that carried on 
during the rest of the year. During July 
and August, when the children are on va- 
cation, the workers visit the rural com- 
munities, and where possible conduct sum- 
mer Bible schools for those otherwise 
unreached by church or Sunday school. 
These summer schools cover a period of 
from one to two weeks, and during this

Approach to the Lesson 


HE Old Testament prophets ‘testified 
of. “the sufferings of Christ, and the 
glory that should follow’ (1 Pet. 
1:11). It was the Spirit of Christ in 
them that testified these things. How fit- 
ting and blessed that the Lord Jesus him- 
self, just three days before his cruel death, 
should set before his disciples the glory 
that would follow. He is the great Prophet 
and the subject of prophecy, and in Mat- 
thew 24 and 25, he unfolds all prophecy 
in its great outlines from his death till 
the final consummation. With majesty 
and with great simplicity the Lord climaxes 
the revelation by his description of the 
King and the separating of the sheep and 
the goats. The study of this lesson should 
bring to Christians a new sense, first, of 
the overwhelming importance of the truth 
of Christ’s coming in glory and our watch- 
ing for that day, and second, of the startling 
significance of our commonplace doings day 
by day. 


The Historical Setting 


Our Lord’s message on the judgment of 
the sheep and the goats was at the con- 
clusion of his long talk to the disciples 


Matthew 25: 31.—When the Son of man. 
A title constantly associated not with the 
lowliness of our Lord, but with the highest 
glory, and with the prerogatives of deity 
(Matt. 16: 28; 24: 30; 26:64; John 5:27; 
Mark 2:10, 28; John 3:13; Dan. 7: 13, 
14, 27). All the holy angels with him 
(Luke 2: 13-15; Matt. 16:27; Heb. 1:6; 
2 Thess. 1:7, 8; Jude 14). Sit upon the 
throne of his glory. The throne of judg- 
ment and of the rulership of the world (cf. 
Matt. 19: 28; Rev. 4:2; Zech. 6: 13). 


Verse 32.—Before him shall be gathered 
all nations. Probably meaning all men, as 
in Matthew 28:19.

The only case in which our Lord referred 
to himself directly as King, except in an- 
swer to Pilate, in John 18:37. Inherit 
the kingdom. Apart from all details, this 
points forward to the future inheritance 
of the children of God (1 Pet.

8:17; Rev. 21:7; 1 Cor. 15:50; Gal. 5: 
21), and including the various manifes- 
tations of the Kingdom, as when Christ 
comes, and a thousand years later, when 
the new heaven and the new earth are 
established (John 14:2; Heb. 17: 16; Jas. 
2:'8). 


How searchingly they sum up all the lone- 
liness and destitution of human beings. 
Whatever interpretation is adopted as to 
who are being judged, it is quite clear that 
this same principle of centering upon con- 
duct as an evidence of the possession of 
eternal life is followed in nearly all the 
Scriptural references to judgment (John 
5340; at: 12:.2;. Jas: 2: 17). 


Verses 37-39.—Then shall the righteous 
answer... when saw we thee an hungred 

. or in prison? Some believe that these 
righteous are the unsaved nations who have 
been kind to the Jews. But it could hardly 
refer to heathen who have heard nothing 
of Christ. Nor could it refer to Gentiles 
in lands like America and England who 
had definitely rejected Christ, but at the 
same time had shown kindness toward the 
Jews. If “the righteous” refers to Chris- 
tians, then the words express the aston- 
ishment and stirring of heart that any 
Christian would have if he were told per- 
sonally by the Lord he had done this or 
that service directly for Him. 


Verse 40.—One of the least of these my 
brethren. Some consider these brethren to 
be Jewish believers; others, Christians who 
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have gone through peculiar suffering; 
others, all believers (Mark 9: 42). 

Verse 41.—Depart from me .. . into 
everlasting fire. See Special Topics. Pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels. ‘The 
Kingdom was prepared for the righteous, 
but eternal fire was not prepared for hu- 
man beings. Their own choice made it 
necessary for them to go. This verse clearly 
indicates that the judgment about which 
our Lord is speaking includes or culminates 
in the final judgment (see Rev. 19:20; 
20:10; 20:15). 

Verse 46—Everlasting punishment .. . 
life eternal. It is unfortunate that the same 
Greek word is translated by “everlasting” 
and “eternal.” See Special Topics. This 
verse precludes the limiting of this judg- 
ment scene to the judgment of living nations 
at the beginning of the millennium. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Christ on his throne of glory, attended 
by all the hosts of Heaven and judging all 
the hosts of earth, and Christ in the low- 
liest sufferers of earth, ministered to by 
humble disciples: such is the marvelous 
contrast set before us in this surpassingly 
beautiful and dreadful judgment scene. Our 
Lord is seen, not only as Saviour and 
Judge, but as the center of all life and 
activity. What we do in his name for 
others we do personally for him, and when 
we neglect others we fail him. All the 
meaning and richness in life consists in 
loving Christ and expressing that love in 
our daily doings. What fullness of mean- 
ing in the oft-repeated words: “Only one 
life; ’twill soon be past; only what’s done 
for Christ will last.’ And what is done 
for Christ includes the kindly and lowly 
ministry to the poor and sick and lonely 
and afflicted. What a glory he sheds upon 
the little things, the practical common- 
places! When we say, “To me to live is 
Christ,” we can also say, “Death is gain, 
and judgment day is joy.”

To do away with 
the dread doctrine of unending punishment 
by arguing that the word “eternal” means

or age, is the same as the root of the 
English word: “ever” and “always.” The 
separation from God, which is everlasting 
punishment, is just as unending as union 
with God, which: is life everlasting. If 
it were not so, our Lord surely would have 
made it clear (Mark 9: 43, 48; John 3: 36).

While all lost people are eternally sep- 
arated from God, there are degrees in 
punishment, just as there are degrees in 
the rewards of Christians (Matt. 11: 22; 
Luke 12: 47ff; Rev. 20: 12). 


The Millennium and the Judgment. 
There are Scripture passages that seem to 
speak of the resurrection of the just and 
unjust as occurring at the same time (Dan. 
12:2; Acts 24:15; John 5:28, 29). But 
the final revelation on the subject clearly 
states that there will be a “first resurrec- 
tion” for believers, and that the rest of 
the dead will not live till the end of the 
thousand years (Rev. 20: 4-6). This does 
not contradict those other passages, which 
put together the two resurrections just as 
the day of grace and the day of vengeance 
are put together in Isaiah 61:1, 2 (cf. 
Luke 4:17-21). The day of grace has 
lasted nearly two thousand years. The 
day of judgment will last a thousand years, 
with great climactic events at the beginning 
and at the end; but Christ will be on the 
throne of his glory, judging and ruling 
with a rod of iron (Rev. 2:27; 19:15), 
throughout the thousand years. With this 
in mind, may we not view the judgment of 
the sheep and the goats as covering the 
period dealing with the great fact of judg- 
ment, but omitting all details of what will 
take place at the beginning and end of the 
thousand years? Nations as nations have 
been judged, and will be judged at Christ’s 
coming, for their treatment of Israel, as 
clearly described in Joel 3. Note specially 
Joel 3: 2, where “plead with” means judge 
and punish (Isa. 66:16; Ezek. 38:22). 
But it would seem evident that the judg- 
ment scene in Matthew 25 cannot be lim- 
ited to this judgment of living nations.

Practical and Personal Applications 


Are we prepared for the judgment? 
Every one must meet Christ as Saviour 
or as Judge. What we do with Christ now 
will determine this eternal issue. To serve 
Christ through our ministry to others is 


possible only to those who acknowledge 
Christ as Saviour and Lord and receive him 


as their life (John 5:24). 


Warn men of the fearful fact of eternal 
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punishment for rejecters of Christ. How, 


tragic it is that the terrible truth of eternal 
punishment, so constantly upon the lips of 
our Lord, should be so manifestly absent 
from the preaching of the Church today 
(Matt. 5: 22, 20, 30; 7: 23; 10: 28, 33; 11 

24; 12: 34-45; 18: 6-11; 23: 13-36; 24: 51; 
25:30). Knowing the terror and the judg- 
ment of the Lord, fet us persuade men (2 
Cor. 5:11). 


What do we do for the hungry, thirsty, 
strangers, naked, sick, and prisoners? Have 
we laid the right stress on visiting the 
fatherless and widows, and on all of these 
ministrations to the poor? (Jas. 1:27.) 
We are not saved because we do these 
things, but being saved we have a heart 
to do them. And yet Christians need to 
be stirred by the words of our Lord to 
give attention to these things.

Do 
not get this mixed up with the judgment 
of the great white throne of the unbelieving 
dead (Rev. 20: 11-15). This judgment is 
on earth at the time of the returnsof our 
Lord. It will be a great occasion. The 
main point for all you fellows is will you 
be there? 

If you are there, just where do you think 
you will be located? Here is what the 
Book has to say about the return of Christ. 
“The dead in Christ shall rise first: then 
we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the clouds, 
to meet the Lord in the air” (1 Thess. 4: 
15-18). 

If you are some important one and 
visit a court, the judge, in order to show 
you a courtesy, may invite you to come up 
and sit on the bench with him and witness 
the working of the court.

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no such thing as a trifling act among the 
sons of men. “Every idle word that men 
shall speak, they shall give account thereof 
in the day of judgment” (Matt. 12: 36). 
Why is this? Have you noticed that every 
slightest act of Kings and Presidents is 
reported upon? The Prince of Wales is 
“spotted,” even to the color of his necktie 
and the quality of his shoe shine. Well, 
is not the man God made who is “con- 
formed to the image of his Son” also royal?

Can you think of any service that 
you might have rendered to some one else 
today in the name of Christ that you did 
not do when you could have done it? How 
selfishly we live unless Christ is our life!

and our lives are laid wide open before 
him. Let us ask him to hold us so in his 
keeping that we shall not neglect that which 
we ought to do toward others. Let us 
pray.

Discussion: The fellows will want to tell 
you about criminal beggars and profes- 
sional beggars. Let them. Can one count 
upon the Holy Spirit’s guidance in dealing 
with all cases? ~ 


Objective: Dealing with unfortunate peo- 
ple in the spirit of Jesus Christ. 


he gt fellows, you have heard the term, 
“Judgment Day,” but it is likely you 
have heard it oftener in joke than other- 
wise. Today we are brought face to face 
with thé fact of a coming judgment, in 
the figure of a separation of sheep from 
goats —a word picture spoken by our Lord 
in solemn warning of that inevitable event. 
And, whether the reference is to the 
nations of the earth and their treatment 
of “His brethren,’ the Jews (as some 
regard it), or not, we may be sure that 
there is a warning to individuals like you 
and me, and we do well to consider it. 

Our Lord spoke of folks in six different 
distresses: hungry, thirsty, lonesome, rag- 
ged, sick, and in prison. Hardly a day 
passes but somebody in one or more of 
these distresses comes into our view, and 
many times you will see one in at least 
five of them. Now what connection will 
any of these have with our experience “at 
the judgment”? And how shali we deal 
with the situation just now? These ques- 
tions represent our personal interest in the 
matter. 

Fellows, there is only one way to look 
at it, and that is as our Lord himself pic- 
tured it. Here is a hungry man. Maybe 
he knocks at the back door and asks for 
something to eat. He is handed a plate 
of some “left overs,” and he sits on the 
back step and eats it. Perhaps during the 
eating he pauses to knock again and ask 
for a drink of water. (We overlooked 
his need of this to wash it down.) When 
he cleans the plate of the last crumb, he 
leaves it on the doorstep and goes on his 
way. We shall probably never see him 
again. 

Did we do enough for that man? 

Suppose something should whisper in our 
ear, as the man appeared: “That is the 
Lord Jesus Christ in disguise!” Our treat- 
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ment of. him would be very. different, 
wouldn’t it? nAnt 

Fellows, there is certainly a right “way 
to treat that man; a way that will leave 
our conscience clear. We are apt to find 
that way, too, if we bear in mind"this say- 
ing: “I was an hungred, and ye gave me 
meat.” . We may not deem it wise to in- 
vite him into the dining room, but we will 
give him his plate and see that he is com- 
fortable; we may put something rather 
choice on the plate, too; and give him a 
good cup of hot coffee. More than that: 
we will look into the man’s eyes and show 
some personal interest in him. You may 
have the satisfaction of ‘discovering a 
worthy need and supplying it — maybe just 
the need of a kind word of sympathy and 
encouragement. Sometimes you will be 
disappointed, but you have the satisfaction 
of knowing you tried. 

I have seen cases where the tramp proved 
to be a man of culture and refinement and 
showed keenest appreciation. Sometimes 
you run upon a real prize. 

About the richest blessing we ever re- 
ceived in a guest in our home was some 
years ago when a high state official of the 
former Transvaal Republic spent ten days 
with us. And where do you suppose I 
found him? Sitting in the doorway of a 
little shoe shop, with one sock foot on the 
floor, while the cobbler mended his bursted 
shoe. He was on his way from Charles- 
ton, S. C., to Texas— walking. He was 
among those Boers who had been expatri- 
ated when they refused to sign the oath 
of allegiance. He was a true Christian 
gentleman. He knew his Bible from cover 
to cover. And, oh, how we did sit in 
rapt attention as he told us thrilling stories 
of that long and cruel war! As a member 
of Oom Paul Kruger’s cabinet, he knew 
many inside and unpublished facts in the 
tragic history of his country. I shall never 
forget his prayers at our fireside, and his 
singing of “Ein Feste Burg.” We begged 
him to stay, from day to day, until at the 
end of ten days he felt that he must move 
along. “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of .. . my brethren —’ — Well, we got 
our reward right there, without waiting 
for Judgment Day.

ATIBEN is recording actual words

2. Love the test.

ANY people confuse the judgment 
described in our lesson (Matt. 25: 
31-46) with that of Revelation 20, but it 
is not the same; here there is no resurrec- 
tion of the dead, and no books are opened, 
as is the case in the judgment of the Great 
White Throne. The time of this judgment 
is the return of Christ to the earth, and it 
precedes the millennium, whereas the judg- 
ment of the Great White Throne succeeds 
it. It is a judgment of the living nations, 
whereas the other is a judgment of the 
resurrected dead. There the test is the 
possession of eternal life, but here the test 
is the treatment accorded to those whom 
the Lord calls his “brethren.” These we 
may understand to be the Jews. Russia, 
as we all know, has bitterly persecuted the 
Jews in the past, and is now doing all in 
her power to exterminate the Christians. 
Tell the lesson story in your own words, 
keeping these facts in view. Especially 
stress the fact that although these are 
heathen nations (or nominally Christian, 
only) the great test is again that of love 
(vs. 34-40). 
You and I know about the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and how he came to die on the 
cross to save us from our sins, Some of 


us not only know about him, but know: 


him as our own Saviour, for we have come 
to him and asked him to forgive us our 
sins, and he has said to us, “I will; be 
thou clean,” and has given us his Holy 
Spirit to live in our hearts. To us he 
sends the message today, “My little chil- 
dren, let us not love in word, neither in 
tongue; but in deed and in truth” {1 John 
3:18— Memory Verse). 
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A boy once said to his father, “Father, 
I love you ever so much!” “How much 
do you love me?” asked the father. And 
the boy answered, “A million dollars!” 
Then the father saw that his little boy 
was holding in his hand a cent. “Will 
you give that cent to me?” he asked. But 
the little boy clutched it more tightly in 
his hand, and said, “No, I would rather 
not.” 

I am afraid he loved his father in tongue, 
but not in deed! How often we treat the 
Lord Jesus like that. We say we love 
him, but we will not give up anything for 
his sake. In heathen lands the boys and 
girls often have to give up their homes 
and loved ones, and sometimes even their 
lives, for Jesus Christ’s sake. He does not 
ask you and me to do that, but he asks 
us to “deny ... self” (Matt. 16: 24). When 
we say “No” to self, and “Yes” to the 
Lord Jesus; when Mother asks us to run 
errands, to remember to wipe our shoes 
on the mat, and to look after baby, we 
are obeying our Memory Verse. Let us 
repeat it all together again.

ARON VON WELZ, who renounced 

his title and estates and went as a 
missionary to Dutch Guiana, where he 
filled a lonely grave, said: 

“What to me is the title ‘well-born,’ 
when I am born again in Christ? What 
to me is the title ‘Lord,’ when I desire 
to be a servant of Christ? What is it 
to me to be called ‘Your Grace,’ when I 
have need of God’s grace, help, and suc- 
cor? All these vanities I will away with, 
and all else I will lay at the feet of Jesus, 
my dearest Lord, that I may have no 
hindrance in serving him aright.” ~ 


We have but to read the context of 
the verses in our Scripture lesson to see 
that the “mind of Christ,” about which 
Paul is speaking, is a mind of humility 
and lowliness. Paul has been exhorting 
the Philippian Christians to be of one 
accord and of one mind. Then he tells 
them what that mind is (v. 3), “But in 
lowliness of mind let each esteem other 
better than themselves.” 

He continues then that they are to “let” 
this mind be in them, which mind was 
also in Christ Jesus. The verses that 
follow tell how this humility and low}i- 
ness of mind led the Lord Jesus, first to 
lay aside his glory, and his place of co- 
equality with the Father, and to take upon 
himself our nature. Having humbled him- 
self thus far, he went even lower, to die, 
and not only to die, but to die in shame 
and suffering upon the cross. 

It is this mind, the mind of Christ, that 
Paul urges upon us, who are his followers. 
It is the mind of absolute submission and 
obedience to God’s will, for the Lord Jesus 
said, “My meat is to do the will of him 
that sent me” (John 4:34). It is a mind 
of absolute obedience that leads to a life 
of absolute obedience, for the Lord said, 
“I do nothing of myself; ... for I do 
always those things that please him” (John 
8:28, 20).

But how are we to have the mind of 
Christ? Paul pleads with us to “let” it 
be in us. Yet to “let” the mind of. Christ 
-be in us is not merely a pasSive matter. It

requires a definite act of the will, — will- 
ing to do God’s will-at any cost. It re- 
quires a rejection of anything that would 
keep us from the will of God. It includes 
also a yielding of our hearts and minds 
and of all our faculties to God, so that we 
may know what his will is (Rom. 12:1, 2). 

How do two people in this life come to 
that place where they have the same mind? 
Is it not by living together, and sharing each 
other’s thoughts and plans and desires? 
So it is in the Christian life. We come 
to know the mind of Christ by living with 
him and fellowshiping with him, day by 
day; by reading his Word; and by giving 
time to prayer and meditation. 

As Paul puts it: “But we all, with un- 
veiled faces, reflecting like bright mirrors 
the glory of the Lord, are being trans- 
formed into the same likeness, from one 
degree of radiant holiness to another, even 
as derived from the Lord the Spirit” (2 
Cor, 3: 18, Weymouth), until that day when 
we shall be perfectly like him, because we 
shall see him as he is (1 John 3:2).

period an effort is made to teach the chil- 
dren the simple truths of the Gospel, the 
talks being illustrated by Bible stories, The 
usual method is to have two workers in 
charge of a school, and an effort is made 
to use only workers who are naturally 
adapted for work among children, and it 
possible are musically inclined. 

The reception given the workers is often 
very discouraging, of course, but they have 
found that the children in most cases are 
anxious to hear the stories they tell. The 
workers tell of an incident during the past 
summer when they used a Russian school 
for headquarters. An interpreter had to 
be used, but finally a meeting was arranged. 
Monday morning arrived, and twenty boys 
and girls came to the class. With them, 
however, came an old man and an old lady, 
both strenuously opposed to the schéol. The 
old man argued for an hour and a half 
on the explanation of the account of the 
creation as given in the Bible, while the 
old lady did all in her power to break up 
the meeting. She kept up her attacks 
throughout the week, making disturbances 
in every possible way, sweeping in the 
classroom, pounding beans just outside, and 
singing’ lustily, all to discourage the 
teachers. But when the school was closed, 
six boys and girls and one young man of 
twenty-one had taken a stand for Christ. 

During the first year of its operations, 
approximately four hundred boys and girls 
were enrolled by the Mission. Three of 
these were awarded the grand prize for 
Scripture verse memorization. The enroll- 
ment was more than doubled the following 
year, and reached more than 1,050 during 
1931-32. More than 1,200 children were 
listed the following year. 

Each year has seen an increase in the 
work of the Mission, and during the sum- 
mer of 1933 field forces were increased 
from one party of three workers in the 
previous year to five parties and twelve 
workers. Five widely separated sections 
of the province were visited; thirty-four 
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vacation Bible schools were held, six in 
Doukhobor settlements; 585 children were 
reached, and half this number professed 
conversion at the conclusion of the classes, 
Three camps were sponsored during this 
summer, and these resulted in definite con- 
version work being done among the chil- 
dren. The promise of the free summer 
camp, has, of course, proved the best aid 
to the work of the Mission, but as the 
pupils learn more of the love of Christ 
they continue their Scripture memoriza- 
tion for the sheer joy of it: One twelve- 
year-old boy wrote: “I'll keep on memo- 
rizing, although it’s difficult in places. It’s 
not for the benefit of getting the prizes, 
but it’s for the memory of God.” 

The work of the Mission, which is inter- 
denominational, is absolutely voluntary. It 
is financed by voluntary contributions, and 
all the workers give their time as a con- 
tribution toward the work. The headquar- 
ters are at 2162 Venables St., Vancouver, 
B. C., Canada. 

As the work expands the need becomes 
more and more apparent. A small girl 
told the teacher last summer that “God 
is a bad word, and we mustn’t say it.” 
When it is considered that all the work 
is done in “Christian” British Columbia, 
and mostly within a few miles of an estab- 
lished church, such ignorance is appalling. 

But it is through the prayerful efforts of 
such people as are connected with the Sun- 
day School Mission that Christ will see the 
fulfillment of his last command, “Go ye 

. . and preach the Gospel.”

America’s Shameful 
Pension Politics 


. Soldiers —What Next? By Katherine 
’ Mayo. (Houghton, Mifflin Co., Boston, 
$3.50.) 
AAISS MAYO has the note of finality 
again which characterizes all her 
studies. The thing is simply settled and 
can never be reopened. The dollar sign 
that has smeared our public life at so many 
points is seen to have disgraced our pen- 
sion policy also. How humiliating! Here 
at least we thought our national gener- 
osity and largeness of expenditure stood 
out favorably as compared with the sup- 
posedly niggardly treatment of their ex- 
soldiers by the nations of Europe. But 
our generosity has been abused. Grafters 
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have been as active here as rats in a flour 
barrel. The niggardliness of Europe is 
seen to be careful and prudent and honest 
expenditure, to have a quality quite differ- 
ent from the mere shoveling out of dollars 
as one shovels coal from a flat-car. 

One rises from the reading of such a 
book with a feeling of immense discour- 
agement. Is there no field of life where 
greed and dishonesty do not reign tri- 
umphant? Judge Seabury: has shown the 
depths to which municipal government has 
sunk; Mr. Pecora the infinite rascalities of 
high finance; the Lobby Investigation of 
1930, the capitalistic forces which finally 
destroyed the great forward movement of 
which the Eighteenth Amendment was the 
expression. Miss Mayo traces the same 
spirit as it nullifies and puts to shame the 
ideals of our national pension policy. The 
love of money is indeed the root of all kinds 
of evil. 

It is well to know these things, and the 
American people owe a debt of gratitude 
to the one who has told so brilliantly and 
so accurately the story of the shameful 
exploiting of our soldiers. It is the kind 
of document for those to ponder who think 
unregenerate men can build the shining 
walls of the City of God. We can but bear 
witness in a society which is ripening to 
judgment; we can but alleviate in some de- 
gree distress and protect the unprotected. 
The City which hath foundations will be 
no human construction. It is to come down 
from God out of Heaven. 


The Mosaic Code: Some Analogies and 
Contrasts. By James W. Gordon, Presi- 
dent of the Virginia State Bar Association. 
(May be had on request, from the author, 
Travellers’ Building, Richmond, Va.) Giv- 
ing an able witness to the greatness of 
Moses, this essay shows that his code lies 
at the base of the legislation of Christen- 
dom. “We can hardly turn a page of our 
own Virginia code without being confronted 
by some principle which roots itself in 
the law of Moses.” The most effective 
and original part of the book shows how 
the detailed legislation of Exodus, Leviticus, 
and Numbers applies and amplifies each 
of the Ten Commandments. It is a book 
to be read with the recent lectures on 
“Law and Religion” by Lord Macmillan, 
a son of the Presbyterian manse, and one 
of the greatest jurists of our time.
